Ir is well known, that the Ci- 
tizens of London conſiſt chiefly of 
Deſcendents from the younger Sons 
of the beſt Families in the King- 
dom. And as the ancienteſt Arms 
are the moſt difficult to be proved, 
(occafioned by their Evidences being 
loſt or deſtroyed) it is no Wonder, 

that

that ſo many of them, at this 
Time, are neceſſitated (ia Obedience 
10 the Earl Marſhal's Authority and 
Power) to apply for Grants of new 
Arms; as the Difhculty in joining 
themſelves to their old Family-Stock, 
(through the Want of Vi ſitations) 
often proves more expenſive to 
them. I mention this the more 
particularly, to ſhew the abſolute 
Neceſlity there now is, for a Re- 
vival of Yifiations of Counties, by 
the Heralds, as of Old: An Affair 
indeed worthy of the Legiſlature's 
Regard, as the Rights of Inheri- 
tance, to all Eftates, are more or 
leſs affected by it. And this Want 
is at preſent ſo great in many Coun- 
ties, that notwithſtanding a Perſon's 
Right may be ever ſo good to 
the Coat Armour or Genealogy of 


his Anceſs ors, it is not poſſible to 


make

make the fame appear to the Satis- 


faction of any Law, or other ju- 


dicial Court, by the Regiſter Books 
of the Heralds-Office. 


Soms Counties, particularly De- 
vonſhire and Cormwall, have not been 
viſited ſince the Year One Thou- 
fand Six Hundred and Twenty, being 
near One Hundred and Thirty Years ; 
others not for One Hundred ; and the 
lateſt not for ſeventy Years laſt paſt; 
and, in a few Years more, if lome 
ſpeedy Expedient is not found out 
to prevent it, Time will terminate 
all Proofs to Family Arms and Pe- 
digrees, and alſo bury in Oblivion, 
the Births, Marriages, Iſſues, and 
Deaths, of all diftinguiſhed Fami- 

ties in the pres. - and conſe- 
 Yucntly, their Rights | of Inberi-
